A good deal that passes as Public Senti- 
ment is mere bogvs—not at all the thing it is 
supposed to be—a sham article, manufactur- 
ed for a purpose—worked into circulation and 
credit, silently and stealthily, or palmed off 
boldly and with confidence, by parties who 
are interested in the profits, or aiming to save 
themselves from bankruptcy and infamy. 

Public sentiment we are accustomed to 
treat with great respect. When once clearly 
manifesetd it has all the force of law. Gen- 
uine public sentiment—the real rox populi— 
in an enlightened community, if not exactly 


yor Dei. is at least that expression of the so- 


ber_sense of the people which in popular 
yoveroments is the foundation of authority, 
and fixes the tone and character of public 
policy. Such a public sentiment must be 
heeded. Without its support law has no 
force—is a mere dead letter. Whateverruns 
ceanter to it. where freedom of opinion and 
speech prevails, must ee nought. What- 
ever is in accordance wit it stands on a 
strong foundation. Indeed, the public senti- 
ment of which we now speak, is none. other 
than that deliberate judyment of the people 
—that organized expression of the popular 
will—which constitutes the state. and which. 
‘as the state ix ordained of Heaven. 1s of di- 
vine authority—is, in a sense, vor Dei, It ts 
a public sentiment that speaks the deep mor- 


al convictions of men, receives the support of 


right conscience, accords with the great 


principles of justice and equity, and seeks the

true welfare and honor of society. 
meanness, injustice, and all corruption and 
wrong. It isthe genuine coin—has the true 
metallic ring. 

But the sham public sentiment—what ts 
that! » The very opposite. It does not. carry 


the consciences of men. It does not utter

and justice. Its tendency is not to the highest 
and most lasting good: of the community. It 
may be in one sense—a!l bad sense—ros pop-

It is wholly vicious and selfish

Now a vast deal that is called public senti- 
ment in the current talk of the day, is of this 
sham kind—base coin, with the appearance 
of yenuine—a wolf in sheep's clothing—vice 
in the garb-of virtue—the voice of falsehood 
using the tones of truth.

Who will venture to say that the real pub- 


lic sentiment of this community is in’ favor 


of Fillibustering' Whatever the love of ex- 
citement in men, or their restlessness, or cu- 
pidity, or dim’ perceptions of rectitude and 
honor, may prompt as a first expression, an 
unretlecting “out-burst of feeling, still the

Northwest Passage. 
Perhaps no Geographical problem sinoe 
the discovery of America has excited so gen- 
erally the interest of the civilized world, as 
that of the existence of a navigable passage 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific around the 


northern extremity of the continent. The 
earliest attempts to solve it were made by the 


coveries actually made by them were so jeal- 
ously wrapped in mystery as to be of little 
use to the world. Almost everything that 
is known of the Artic regions of the conti- 
nent has been the result of English enter- 
prise. During the last half of the sixteenth 
century, Frobisher discovered the entrance 
‘to Hudson’s Bay, and Davis that into Baffin’s 
Bay: but in the three successive voyages 
made by each of these navigators, they were 


lands and inlets by which these entrances 
are beset. Hudson was successfully enga- 
name, in 1610, when he was inhumanly left 


ouscrew. Two years later this bay was mis- 
taken for the Pacific by Sir James ‘Button, 
who was only undeceived by unexpectedly 
arriving at its western boundary. Baffin, soon 


snpposing Laneaster Sound to be a Gulf, he 
hastily concluded that there was no outlet 
westward from these waters;—an error which 
for a time led succeeding navigators to seek 
lor a western passage only through the chan- 
nel of Hudson’s Bay. In 1631, the intrepid 
Fox, who, Scipio-like, assumed the title of 
“Northwest” Fox, penetrated to the west- 
ward of Southampton Islands, till he was 
stopped at a point which he named Fox's 
Farthest. Subsequent investigation in this 
region, andthe observations of Capt. Cook 
to the northward of Behring’s Strait, in the 
latter part of the last century, led to a some- 
what prevalent belief that the long-sought 
passage had no existence. The discovery of 
a great northern ocean, however, at two dif- 
ferent points, not long afterwards, by Hearne 
and Makenzie, who explored. respectively 
the Copper mine and Makenzie’s Rivers to 
their mouths, awakened new faith: and in 
the first quarter of the present century, Ross 
and Parry, with superior ships and equip- 
ments, prosecuted the enterprise with great 
zeal, and the latter penetrated through Lan- 
-easter Sound into the Polar Sea. where his 
course was obstructed by ice. Capt. Franklin 
‘and others explored by land the southern 
shores of the Arctic Sea: and the discoveries 
of Capt. Ross in the neighborhood of Lancas- 
ter Sound contributed much to direct the ef- 
forts of his successors in the right direction. 

Sir John Franklin, with the Eurebus and 
Terror, sailed from Sheerness in May 1845,— 
since which year nothing certain has been 
heard from the expedition, except that its 
first winter quarters were at the entrance of 
Wellington channel. The later expeditions 
which have been prosecuted with so much 
zeal and at so much expense, have had their 
origin mainly in the sympathy excited for 
this Jong lost navigator and. his companions. 
In 1848 and ‘49, Sir John Richardson made a 
land journey westward along the northern 
shore of the continent, as far as Makenzie’s 
River, which point was soon after reached 
fromthe opposite direction by Pullen, who 
leftthe party of Capt. Kellet after passing 
Behring’s Strait in 1849, and followed the 
coast eastward from Point Barrow in whale

A correspondent of the New York Times 
writes as follows, respeeting the Sandw ich 


Islands : 
Wasuingros, Sunday, Nov. 13. 

It is deemed not improbable that Mr. Srv- 
ERANCE, the United States Commissioner 
the Sandwich Islands, has already negociated 
a treaty of annexation to the United States. 
My letters. published last Spring, it will be 
remembered, indicated that his instructions 
left him tull discretion in the premises. His 
reply to the Protests of the British and French 
authorities in Hawaii. certainly implied that 
he had the power to negotiate for annexation. 
—which he was not disposed tu lose by com- 
mitting himself, even by inference or default, 
to the views or assumptions of European di- 
plomatists. 

‘The recent change in the Hawaiian Minis- 
try, clearly indicates the growing desire on 
the part of the King for annexation. Dr. 
Jupp was known to be in favor of that pro- 
ject, but Mr. Aten, who recently assumed 

r. Jupp's Portfolio, i is more radical on the 
‘eabjeb, and in favor of mstent and perfect 
annexation, without conditions of any sort 
likely to embarass the United States in con- 
sidering the subject. So we may as well get 
ready to admit the State of Hawaii. with Mr. 
Auten, and perhaps Dr. Jupp, as her two 
United States Senators. 

H. Aten, who succeeded Dr. 
Jepp in the Hawaiian Ministry, came to. 
Washington two years ago, at the time of the 
French aggression on the Island. with a di- 
rect proposition for annexation. Mr. Wre- 
sTER would not_entertain the proposition and 
ALLEN returned. He now promotes the same 
scheme as a member of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment.
